MOTION 

Artist Lauren Bon and the Metabolic Studio are designing and implementing the "Bending the 
River Back into the City” Project, also known as the Water Wheel Project. The Project consists of a low- 
flow channel, an intake structure, an intake pipeline, a water wheel, a water wheel pit, a return flow 
pipeline and an outlet structure, all within and adjacent to the Los Angeles River channel between the 
confluence of the LA River and the Arroyo Seco and N. Spring Street bridge, and a water distribution 
system to deliver treated water, free of change, to the Los Angeles State Historic Park. Albion River Park, 
and Downey Recreation Center. 

Among the many permits and approvals the Project requires are Section 404 and Section 408 
permits from the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers to enable pipeline installation and appurtenant structural 
work in the concrete lining of the channel. Both permits ware obtained in September 2019 and Metabolic 
Studio immediately commenced intake pipeline installation on a small segment of the channel. Based on 
that work, Metabolic Studio seeks new Section 404 and 408 permits to modify the pipeline material and 
make a modest change to the Intake pipeline construction methods. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers does not have a budget to review the permit applications end 
cannot accept payment for the review directly from the Metabolic Studio. However, the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers can accept payment for that review from the City of Los Angeles. The Bureau of 
Engineering pays the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers for review of Section 404 and 408 applications on 
many City projects, and is willing to add "Bending the River Bade into the City" to its list of applications. 
The Metabolic Studio is willing to deposit the sum of $50,000, and any additional amounts if needed, to 
enable the City to pay the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers its costs for the review of Metabolic Studio's 
Section 404 and 408 applications. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering be authorized to accept a contribution in 
the amount of $50,000 from Metabolic Studio for the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ review of the 
Metabolic Studio’s Section 404 and 408 applications for the "Bending the River Back into the City" 

Project, also known as the Water Wheel Project, as further described in the text of this Motion, and to 
deposit this amount into the Engineering Fund No. 570-50. Account No. 50MB09. 


I FURTHER MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering be authorized to make any technical 
corrections or clarifications to the above fund transfer l deposit instructions in order to effectuate the 
intent of this Motion.

On March 27, 2020 the Federal Government signed the Coranavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security (CARES) Act into law * a $2 trillion economic relief package aimed at providing direct 
financial assistance and increased unemployment payments to Americans impacted by COVID-19, 
supporting stale and local government efforts to respond to the pandemic, preserving jobs in adversely 
impacted industries, and providing small businesses with the resources they need to maintain their 
payroll, hire back employees who may have been laid off, and cover overhead expenses* 

The Paycheck Protection Program (PPP), a guaranteed Joan program and hallmark of the Act, 
was created to support small businesses impacted by COVID-19* Businesses with fewer than 500 
employees were eligible for a loan of up to two and a half times their average monthly payroll costs up tn 
a maximum of $10 mfilion. Additionally, a provision of the law allows for loan forgiveness if at least 60 
percent of the funds are used for payroll and employee benefits costs, While the program was hastily 
created, often struggling to get loans approved and into the right hands, since April it has injected $523 
billion into the economy, allowing many small-business owners to stay afloat and keep their employees 
on payroll, A recent economic analysis from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology concluded that 
the paycheck program preserved at least L4 million jobs through early June, and more than five million 
companies received loans, averaging $102,000 each* 

On August 8, however, with the country in the midst of a pandemic-driven recession, the federal 
Paycheck Protection Program expired, leaving millions of workers without jobs and struggling small 
businesses - the backbone of our national, state, local economies — without the capital to continue 
operating* Many small and mid-size businesses did not receive this viral aid, which should have been the 
first priority* Economists estimate that 30 million Americans are unemployed, and a recent analysis from 
the City Controller's Office showed that more than 200,000 jobs have been lost during the pandemic. The 
job losses were greatest in Council District Four, which lost 21,565 jobs, primarily in the information, 
accommodation, and food service industries. By the time the economy gets back on track, which could 
take months if not years, entire industries — especially restaurants, bars, hotels, movie theaters, concert 
venues* gyms and others dominated by small businesses — could be decimated, shrinking the pool of 
jobs available post-pandemic. 

The evidence (o date suggests the PPP was certainly not perfect* Its implementation was 
haphazard. Its targeting was poorly aligned, often failing to reach the businesses or regions in greatest 
need. And it neglected to consider the financial requirements of specific industries and firms, without 
consideration of available resources, industry or firm type and size, or operational requirements. Thar 
being said, data suggests that the Program boosted employment at eligible firms, ensuring that a number 
of essential businesses were able to keep their doors open, continue paying workers, and crucially, 
provide healthcare benefits to employees and their families. 

93 percent of businesses in Los Angeles have 20 employees or fewer, many of which open their 
doors every morning in areas of the city that are disproportionately impacted by the physical and 
economic impacts of CGVTIM9 — often lacking banking relationships and are more likely to rely on 
payday lending institutions, A program tailored to the needs of those communities that are impacted most 
will have a much larger effect on the city’s tong-term economic resilience and recovery. The City of Los 
Angeles has an economic interest and a responsibility to ensure businesses continue io operate, workers 
continue to receive a paycheck, and families can continue to keep a roof over their heads, food on their 
tables, and have access to much needed healthcare services. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Chief Legislative Analyst, City Administrative Officer and 
Economic and Workforce Development Department be instructed to report back on the feasibility of

implementing an up to $100 million City of Los Angeles Paycheck Protection Program for small 
businesses within the city limits, including but not limited to: 

• An analysis and estimation of program costs and the identification of potential sources of 
funding,including CARES Act funding, future COVTD-19 related stimulus funding from the 
Federal or State Government, and private funding, among others, 

• Recommendations for program structure, implementation and monitoring. 

• Develop varied classifications of businesses, with particular attention paid to the operational 
scope of firms and industries and prioritizing lending to businesses and industries with high 
payroll costs. 

• The prioritization of businesses that did not receive federal Paycheck Protection Program 
funding, particularly those in areas of the city that are underbanked and/or unbanked and have 
high numbers of pay-day lending storefronts. 

• A requirement that the existing workforce be retained as much as possible in order for loans to be 
forgiven. 

• Recommendations for program outreach, education and the provision of technical assistance.

HEALTH. EDUCATION. NEIGHBORHOOD

MOTION 


Los Angeles has long been considered the entertainment capital of the world. Home to 
studios, post production facilities, a myriad of outdoor locations and the most talented and well- 
trained creative and technical workers in the field. The film industry is a catalyst for economic 
development that supports thousands of service and supply industries. It is estimated that the 
industry brings over $30 billion to California and supports over 200,000 jobs in the Los Angeles 
area. 


Despite the fact that minorities represent a large portion of the U.S. population, their 
visibility on screen and behind the camera is infrequent. A 2019 study conducted by the USC 
Annenberg Inclusion Initiative found that the Latino community in the U.S. commands roughly 
$ 1.7 trillion in spending power and represents 23% of ticket buyers, yet the motion picture industry 
fails to court them as a viable audience for their stories. 

In a year that has seen renewed calls for inclusion, the Emmy Awards delivered more 
diversity among the nominees that were announced on July 28, 2020. An analysis of the 2020 
Emmy nominations showed that 36 percent of the nominees in the writing and directing categories 
were women, improving on last year’s 25 percent share. Overall, performers of color made up 37 
percent of the total, 6 percent more than in any of the'previous five years. Despite these 
improvements, minorities continue to be vastly underrepresented at the Emmys and in the film 
industry proving that there is still a long way to go. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that FilmLA be requested to report to the Council on how the City 
and FilmLA can do more to push for equity for all in rhe film industry, including Latinos, African- 
Americans, Asians, and women who are vastly underrepresented throughout the industry. 

I FURTHER MOVE that FilmLA be requested to report to the Council on the feasibility 
of using Council District 1, that has a demographic of mostly minorities, to be home to a pilot 
program for a film producing, directing, and writing incubator so that we can train and create the 
environment to grow even more of our presence.

ENERGY, CLIMATE CHANGE AND ENVIRONMENTAL JUSTICE 


MOTION 


State law requires that new construction projects do not block existing drainage. They must 
capture and accommodate them, or allow them to flowthrough. 

Currently project applicants are required by state law to hire an engineer to prepare plans 
that show the existing condition, or original condition of water flowing across the impacted 
property, and thereafter, prepare a plan of the updated site condition showing whether there is 
stormwater blockage and ponding. Project applicants often ignore this law and fail to pay for this 
expense, inasmuch as the City has not been enforcing and mandating that project applicants pay 
for the cost. This oversight results in added costs for residential property owners abutting 
construction sites since they oftentimes pay for this expense themselves or pay for needed 
mitigations to their property that could have been avoided if the project were planned better. 

The City needs to enforce all applicable regulations as it relates to the upkeep of stormwater 
drains and blockage. New construction can impact these shared access points, and cause 
detrimental impacts on existing housing when new construction changes these access points. 

1 THEREFORE MOVE that the Council instruct the Department of Building and Safety, 
with the assistance of the Bureau of Engineering and Bureau of Sanitation to prepare a report with 
recommendations relative to new construction projects and their impacts on stormwater drainage, 
including how the City is complying with state stormwater flow laws, whether the building code 
allowance to increase the existing grade is exacerbating the stormwater issues for abutting 
properties, and recommendations for how to mitigate stormwater impacts for neighboring property 
owners both for those with ail increased grade and those that have not, 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council instruct the Department of Building and Safety, with 
the assistance of the Planning Department, and in consultation with the City Attorney, to prepare 
a report with recommendations on the state and local laws relating to ingress and egress of 
properties with shared driveways or curb cuts and how to mitigate any detrimental impacts when 
new construction changes these access points.

PUBLIC WORKS S GANG REDUCTIC 


MOTION 

The alley adjacent to 3420 West Slauson Avenue, located between W. Slauson Avenue and 
W. 68 th Place, has become a hotspot for criminal activity. According to the Police Department, 
numerous criminal and violent activities have occurred at this alley in recent months including 
multiple robberies and thefts, drug abuse, and two shootings. 

This area has been made famous by the late Nipsey Hussle who began his entrepreneurial 
career here and is home to The Marathon Clothing Store as well as many other vibrant local 
businesses. The City should take action to ensure that this site remains a safe place for residents 
and visitors alike. There is a need to erect concrete barriers at the entrance of the alley on West 
Slauson Avenue and at the alley’s midpoint northerly of West 58* Place to close the alley, but 
preserve access to the residential and commercial properties adjacent to the alley. 

Pursuant to State Vehicle Code Section 21101.4, the City is authorized to undertake the 
temporary closure of public streets for a period of eighteen months when necessary to mitigate 
criminal activity and/or illegal dumping. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Engineer be instructed to report with 
recommendations to temporarily close the alley adjacent to 3420 West Slauson Avenue westerly 
of Crenshaw Boulevard between West Slauson Avenue and West 58 lh Place, pursuant to State 
Vehicle Code Section 21101.4.

RULES, ELECTIONS & INTERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS 


WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, 
rules, regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental 
body or agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with 
the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, California has a progressive tax structure where the state revenue thrives 
during good economic times but declines more than other states when there is a downturn; and 

WHEREAS, due to the COV1D-19 pandemic, California has lost a greater share of income 
than most states, with a 42 percent decrease in tax revenue from March to May 2020, compared to 
last year, and revenues are expected to decline by $32 billion in 2021; and 

WHEREAS, in an effort to obtain additional resources for schools and a variety of other 
government services, the California Legislature has unveiled a new measure to raise taxes on high- 
income earners; and 

WHEREAS, Afi 1253 {Santiago), as amended, would add a new section to the State 
Revalue and Taxation Code to create three new income tax brackets for income above specified 
amounts and add to the current tax rate by the following percentages: (a) one percent tax increase 
on taxable income over $1 million, but not over $2 million, (b) three percent tax increase on taxable 
income over $2 million, but not over $5 million, and (c) 3.5 percent tax increase on taxable income 
over $S million; and 

WHEREAS, the bill would apply to all income earned since January 1, 2020, and is 
estimated to generate $6.8 billion in revenue for the upcoming year with the possibility of 
generating a greater amount when the economy improves; and 

WHEREAS, the income tax revenue would be deposited into the State’s General Fund, 
where it could be used to pay for schools, unemployment benefits, health care or other services;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 State 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for AB 1253 (Santiago), as amended, which would increase taxes 
for high-income earners to generate more resources for essential State services.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, 
regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental body or 
agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the 
concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, the City and the Harbor Department have taken historic steps to reduce carbon emissions 
that originate from the Port of Los Angeles and have been leaders in pursuing and adopting clean 
energy technology and infrastructure; and 

WHEREAS, currently pending before the House of Representatives is a bill, HR 7024 (Barragan), 
the Climate Smart Ports Act, which would establish a $ I billion per year grant program to assist ports 
and port users with the purchase of zero emissions port infrastructure; and 

WHEREAS, this bill would help ports replace existing and aging infrastructure with zero emissions 
equipment and technology and would assist ports in developing clean energy microgrids to power 
port operations; and 

WHEREAS, the federal Diesel Emission Reduction Act (DERA) Program, which was authorized in 
2010, funds projects that improve air quality by reducing emissions from diesel engines; and 

WHEREAS, the Diesel Emissions Reduction Act Program has not been funded or authorized beyond 
Fiscal Year 2020; and 

WHEREAS, HR 7024 would also authorize an additional $50 million a year for the Diesel Emissions 
Reduction Act Program to fund efforts to reduce port emissions; and 

WHEREAS, the Port of Los Angeles supports thousands of jobs and should not have to sacrifice 
economic vitality for environmentalJy-conscious policies and infrastructure; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the adoption 
of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 Federal Legislative 
Program SUPPORT for HR 7024 (Barragan), the Climate Smart Ports Act, which would establish a 
$ 1 billion per year grant program for the purchase of clean energy infrastructure at ports and authorize 
an additional $50 million a year for the Diesel Emissions Reduction Act Program to fund projects 
that reduce port emissions.

PLANNING AND

According to an article in the Los Angeles Times on August 9, 2020, currently thousands of 
illegal Short Term Rental (STR) units are listed on Airbnb and other platforms. Over a year ago this City 
Council legalized certain short term rental. The council passed legislation which allowed residents to 
put extra rooms in their homes, or their full primary residence when they are out of town, on sites like 
Airbnb to earn extra income. This legislation also explicitly prohibited property owners from renting out 
multiple units in apartment buildings and extra houses they may own for short-term stays. This was to 
help ensure that units designed for long-term housing serve their intended purpose as the City of LA 
continues to suffer a housing shortage. 

Scofflaw hosts continue to operate out of compliance and STR platforms seem to be doing very 
little to follow the operating rules that they agreed to, and were a condition of STR legalization. As the 
City continues to debate ongoing issues like how ‘vacations rentals' could be regulated, this failure will 
be a consideration. It is very difficult to see how STR companies like Airbnb could be trusted to follow 
new, potentially more lucrative, regulations if they are not properly abiding by the letter and spirit of the 
current law. 

As the article mentions, there are over 6,000 STR properties in Los Angeles out of compliance, 
many of which don't even have a city registration number, That’s almost half the available STR units in 
the entire city! Currently much of the enforcement has been aimed at individual hosts rather than the 
companies that are allowing illegal properties to be rented on their sites. Though city departments have 
already sent out many notices and over 650 citations to rental hosts, more cooperation, coordination 
and compliance with the host companies is desperately needed. 

The COVID-19 pandemic has amplified the need for more available, affordable housing across 
Los Angeles. The City Council needs to be updated on the progress local departments are making in 
terms of enforcement and if new legislation is needed to help remedy new concerns and properly 
engage STR companies. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council request the City Attorney and instruct the Department of 
City Planning, the Department of Building and Safety, and other relevant city agencies to report on the 
progress of implementing and enforcing the City’s Short Term Rental ordinances and advise if more 
remedies are needed to ensure Short Term Rental companies, and users, abide by established law.

MOTION 

The City’s new Civil and Human Rights Department (CHRD) was created to protect 
Angelenos, and anyone who works in or visits the City of Los Angeles, from discrimination that 
denies equal treatment in private employment, housing, education, or commerce by initiating and 
investigating complaints of discrimination, as well as enforcing the Los Angeles Civil and Human 
Rights Ordinance. 

The CHRD will support and advise the City’s Human Relations Commission, Commission 
on the Status of Women, and Civil and Human Rights Commission. The CHRD will have three 
primary methods for reducing discrimination in Los Angeles as follows: supporting community 
engagement through education and events; utilizing quasi-judicial powers to bring action against 
those in violation of the Human and Civil Rights Ordinance, with fines escalating to $250,000; 
and supporting the Office of Racial Equity, which was created based on recommendations from 
the Community Coalition. 

In June 2020, the Council voted to accelerate the establishment of the Civil and Human 
Rights Department, in part to address systemic racism and structural injustices that were 
highlighted by the protests that followed the killing of George Floyd, Now is the time to develop 
concrete plans for how the Department should be configured in order to best support its goals. The 
Council should take action to ensure that the CHRD fills its positions without hindrance, in order 
to begin the Department’s important work. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Civil and Human Rights Department, with assistance from 
the City Administrative Officer and Personnel Department, be directed to report to the Personnel 
and Animal Welfare Committee within 15 days on the Department’s hiring plan. 

I FURTHER MOVE to exempt the Civil and Human Rights Department from the City’s 
hiring freeze, in order to allow the Department to quickly and effectively execute its hiving plan.

MOTION 

The City of Los Angeles is one of the most diverse cities in the world and has an obligation to 
strive constantly to live up to its ideals of equity and inclusion. As Mayor Garcetti noted in his 
Executive Order on Racial Equity in City Government, "We must marshal every tool at our 
disposal to ensure that all in our community are given the opportunity to thrive and reach for 
their full potential. And while we cannot dislodge structural racism overnight, it is our 
responsibility to acknowledge hard truths and advance the cause of reform." 

To this end, our work to make Los Angeles equitable and inclusive must be integrated into all 
levels of government, from the City Council to commissions to city departments to staff to our 
network of 99 neighborhood councils. As organizations of volunteers dedicating their time to 
their communities, neighborhood councilmembers should be provided proper training to support 
these efforts. Just as the City provides neighborhood councils with required ethics training, the 
City should provide diversity, equity and inclusion training and anti-bias training. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the Department of Neighborhood 
Empowerment, in consultation with the Board of Neighborhood Commissioners, the Civil and 
Human Rights Department and the Civil and Human Rights Commission, to report back to the 
City Council with a plan to implement mandatory Diversity. Equity and Inclusion training and 
anti-bias training for all members of Los Angeles Neighborhood Councils. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Council instruct the Department of Neighborhood 
Empowerment, in consultation with the Board of Neighborhood Commissioners, the Civil and 
Human Rights Department and the Civil and Human Rights Commission, to report back to the 
City Council regarding a plan to implement the Mayor's Executive Order No. 27 regarding racial 
equity in city government plans at the Neighborhood Council level.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, 
regulations, or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state, or federal governmental 
body or agency 

must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the 
concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, recent protests have swept the City of Los Angeles and the nation, calling for the 
repair of racial inequities that have pervaded our City and our country for far too long; and 

WHEREAS, it is our duty as elected officials to do our part in mending disparities that continue 
to exist, to condemn past and present actions that perpetuate such inequality, and to support 
legislation that seeks to help us become a more perfect nation by repairing such disparities; and 

WHEREAS, currently pending in Congress is a bill, the Emmett Till Antilynching Act (H.R. 35), 
which would make lynching a Federal crime; and 

WHEREAS, H.R. 35 is named after Emmett Till, a 14-year-old African American child who was 
brutally murdered after a white woman alleged that he flirted with and harassed her, testimony 
pertaining to such she later recanted; and 

WHEREAS, following the abolition of slavery, the crime of lynching plagued the United States 
as the pinnacle of racial terror; and 

WHEREAS, for far too tong, countless victims of lynching and their families never received 
justice, their murderers having escaped prosecution and conviction; and 

WHEREAS, seven U.S. presidents have petitioned Congress to pass anti-lynching legislation, 
none of which were successful in their efforts; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Congress has introduced over 200 anti-lynching bills that have yet to pass 
both houses; and 

WHEREAS, polls dating back to 1937 find consistent support among the general public for 
passing Federal anti-lynching legislation; and 

WHEREAS, Chapter 13 of title 18, United States Code relates to crime and criminal procedure, 
including but not limited to § 249 which relates to hate crime acts; and 


WHEREAS, the Civil Rights Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C, 3631) prohibits interference with, or 
attempts to injure or intimidate, any person because of his or her race, religion, sex, etc.; 



WHEREAS, Merriam-Webster defines lynching as, to “put to death by mob action without legal 
approval or permission’; and 

WHEREAS, H R. 35 would modify Chapter 13 of title 18, United States Code, by adding at the 
end the following: “§ 250. Lynching. Whoever conspires with another person to violate section 
245, 247, or 249 of this title or section 901 of the Civil Rights Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C. 3631) shall 
be punished in the same manner as a completed violation of such section, except that if the 
maximum term of imprisonment for such completed violation is less than 10 years, the person 
may be imprisoned for not more than 10 years ”; and 

WHEREAS, the codification of such language and inclusion in Federal statute will recognize the 
racial terror that has been effectuated by multiple offenders and groups, finally prohibiting 
conspiracy to commit these heinous acts, therefore acknowledging the history of lynching in the 
United States and serving to prohibit its use in the future. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2020-2021 Federal 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for H.R. 35, the Emmett Till Antilynching Act, which would make 
lynching a Federal crime.

RULES. ELECTIONS. AND

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation rules, 
regulations, or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state, or federal governmental body or agency 
must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence of the 
Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, Senators Cory Booker and Rob Portman introduced the Strengthening Reporting of 
Actions Taken Against the Normalization of Relations with Israel Act of 2020 on August 6, 2020; 

WHEREAS, a number of Arab countries have laws punishing citizens for interacting with Israeli 
citizens and businesses and the Arab League first issued a formal boycott of Jewish businesses in 1945, 
three years prior to the formation of Israel; and 

WHEREAS, the League modified the ban to include secondary businesses affiliated or trading with 
Israel, and anti-normalization laws in the region continue to be a barrier toward communities, people, NGOs 
and business coming together; and 

WHEREAS, tms bill will discourage those Arao League states that continue to enforce anii- 
nonnalization laws and support efforts like those proposed by the Arab Council that encourage and defend 
community engagement amongst Arabs and Israelis; and 

WHEREAS, Senator Cory Booker said, “The need for people-to-people engagement between these 
communities is not only a critical tool for diplomacy but also important for peace and economic prosperity 
in the region. Our bill will strengthen America’s commitment to pursuing peace by supporting and 
encouraging dialogue between Arab and Israeli citizens”; and 

WHEREAS The Arab Council for Regional Integration co-founder Mostafa El-Dessouki said, “We 
are gratified that at a time of turmoil around the world, two prominent U.S. Senators have decided to stand 
with advocates of people-to-people engagement between Arabs and Israelis”; and 

WHEREAS, the leadership for the Conference of Presidents of Major American Jewish 
Organization stated: “This bipartisan measure takes action against anti-normalization policies and promotes 
the process of further regional normalization with Israel, which is critical to achieving a genuine and lasting 
peace between the Jewish state and its Arab neighbors”; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by adoption of 
this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in the 2019-2020 Federal Legislative Program 
SUPPORT for S. 4482 (Booker - Portman) the Strengthening Reporting of Actions Taken Against the 
Normalization of Relations with Israel Act of 2020, which would require the State Department to include 
a status report on anti-normalization laws in countries covered by the department’s Bureau of Near Eastern 
Affairs in its annual Report on Human Rights Practices.

MOTION 


On the night of May 5, 2020, a fire erupted in the Central Alameda neighborhood. The fire 
began at a yard used for storing wooden pallets and forced the evacuation of residents who lived 
nearby. Over 100 firefighters were deployed to control the blaze, which destroyed surrounding 
power lines, causing the explosion of several transformers. Five years prior in the same 
neighborhood, a fire had broken out at a different pallet yard when 20-foot-tall towers of wooden 
pallets stacked on top of each other caught fire. Despite these two significant and news-breaking 
fires, many other fires in South Los Angeles have also been caused due to hazardous conditions as 
many pallet yards continue to pile wooden pallets into massive towers in violation of City codes. 

Additionally, many of these pallet yards are creating nuisances and disturbances for the 
residents who live near them as companies illegally store stacks of pallets in streets and sidewalks, 
blocking sidewalk access and reducing available parking despite the complaints and frustration of 
their neighbors. 

It is imperative that the City take action for the health and safety of our residents and to 
ensure that the City’s public right-of-way remains accessible and protected. The City needs to 
more aggressively enforce its existing codes to prevent pallet companies from unsafely storing 
wooden pallets and amend existing codes if necessary, especially when these pallet yards neighbor 
residential areas. Our Public Works bureaus and City departments should be instructed to work 
jointly to develop a report to Council on the current status of enforcement; and include any 
recommendations deemed necessary to further protect our residents, and our streets and sidewalks 
systems, from the illegal and hazardous storage of wooden pallets in the public right-of-way aud 
on private property. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Bureau of Street Services, Bureau of Sanitation, 
Department of Building and Safety, and any other departments, as needed, be instructed to report 
to the Council with recommendations to mitigate public safety and right-of-way accessibility 
issues originating from the illegal storage of wooden pallets, including recommendations for any 
necessary code changes, public signage, and any other enhanced enforcement capabilities,
